THOROUGH, REPORT REVEALS 


General Motors, Ford and Chrysler Are 
Making Huge Shipments to Italians 


WASHINGTON, te 13.— 
Concerned -about United States 
shipments to Italy and Ethiopia, 
which may involve this country in 
war, the Senate munitions com- 
mittee is assembling information 
to be used in a drive for stronger 
neutrality legislation, acaording. 
to Stephen Raushenbush, commit- 
tee investigator. 

Such essential raw 


‘war as coal,°oil, scrap iron, and 
cotton are not included in the 
present embargo. Nor is there 
any ban on trucks and automo- 
biles, bought in large quantities 


by Italy for war use. 

Reports obtained by the com- 
mittee from motor truck makers 
show that a General Motors sub- 
sidiary, General Motors Near East, 
has shipped 1173 trucks to the 
Italians in East Africa this year 
and still has unfilled orders for 
more. The Ford Motor Co. ship- 
ped 2026 trucks and 
eunits to the Italians for African 
use up to Aug. 27. The Chrysler 
company has filled smaller orders.

Legislature Junks 
Sales Tax in N. J. 
TRENTON, N. J.—(FP)—Un- 
mourned and unsyng, New Jersey's 
sales tax law was voted out of ex- 
istence Oct. 25 by a unanimous 
vote in the state's senate and a 
50-3 poll in the assembly. Gallery 
crowds watching the special ses- 
sion called expressly to kill the 
bill. cheered Jong and loud when 
the votes became known.
